The university-wide search 
committee, whose recommen- 
dations for a new academic 
vice president were rejected 
last week by President James 
Bond, will submit a committee 
report to the Faculty Senate 
tomorrow 

Expected to be included in 
that report is a statement 
from the committee in res- 
ponse to Bond's decision to ap- 
point Dr. E. James Archer as 
new academic vice president. 
Bond appointed Archer after 
rejecting all three recommen- 
dations from the committee 


In a prepared statement 
released Thursday to the 
faculty, Bond said, “Even 
though Dr. Archer was not 
among the final three (can- 
didates) recommended to me

for appointment it is my con- 
sidered judgment that he is 
the best qualified candidate.”’ 
Bond said he came to his 
decision after considerable 


consultation with ad- 
ministrative staff. 
Emanuel Gale, local 


chapter president of the 
United Professors of Califor- 
nia, said ina press conference 
last Wednesday that the 
search committee did their 
job very diligently. ‘“‘They 
looked at several hundred ap- 
plicants,’’ he said 

Gale described the can- 
didate selection as avery open 
process. ‘“‘The search com- 
mittee is one of the best on 
campus since I’ve been here 


Archer received the most 
negative recommendation 
from the (search) committee 
and from the senate executive 
committee,’ Gaie said 


Chris Cervantes, student 
senate chair and a member of 
the search committee, said 
last Thursday that although 
she missed the last two com- 
mittee meetings, ‘I agreed 
totally with what they en- 
dorsed.”’ 

When told that a press 
release naming Archer as the 
new academic vice president 
had just been released, she 
said, ‘I really felt it (Archer 
appointment) was a big 
ripoff.” 

“The committee was very 
objective and fair. His 
(Bond's) decision pointed out 
a lot of things,’ she said. ‘One 
of them is that he doesn’t 
validate input.”

Brown questions reporters

nor Brown emphasized when 
he spoke to college journalists 
Saturday in his office 

“What do you want me to 
do—change my style?’ he 
asked. ‘‘If I don’t know the 
answer—should-I say I don’t 
know?

Brown, who ate lunch in the 
Senator Hotel coffee shop, 
asked college journalists at 
the California Intercollegiate 
Press Association (CIPA) 
convention to come over to his 
office for an informal bull ses- 
sion Saturday afternoon. 

They did—55 of 
them—crowding into the room 
hoping to ask a question and

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Prof helps elderly

Breakfast cereal three 
times a day is what some of the 
elderly eat in Sacramento. 
This is often because they 
don't receive income that they 
qualify for, or because they 
simply can't move around 
much. 

Conditions such as these 
prompted part-time Business 
and Public Administration 
instructer Donald Perkovich 
to take a leave from his law 
firm to establish The Legal 
Center for the Elderly. 

One of the first such ser- 
vices in the country, it was ap- 
sharing funds by the Board of 
Supervisors, ‘‘the real heros”’ 
according to Perkovich, a 
CSUS alumni. 

Perkovich himself won a 
distinguished service award, 
not only for this project but for 
a culmination of several years 
of community service. He is 
chairman of the Board of 





Directors of the Finance Com- 
mission, and treasurer of the 
Pianning Council. 

Besides this, he teaches two 
sections of ‘‘Legal Aspects of 
Business’’ and works at the 
law firm of Rowland and 
Parker. 

By October, Perkovich felt 
contident enough to step down 
as director so main staff at- 
torney Lois Meltzer could 
smoothly take over. ‘I have 
extreme confidence in her 
ability,” Perkovich _ said. 
‘‘And I don’t hang around tobe 
an armchair quarterback.” 


Perkovich organized with 
the Legal Aid Society and then 
asked for separaie funding for 
the Legal Center for the 
Elderly. From a slow start, 
word of the center got around 
through visits to senior 
citizens’ groups and referrais 
from other organizations. By 
June they were swamped, 
with enough success to qualify 
for next year’s appropriation.

Senate endorses continued 
State IRA funding 


The Student Senate 
unanimously passed a 
resolution at Thursday's 
meeting supporting ‘‘the con- 


tinued funding’’ of most 
instruct onally related  ac- 

tivity ({RA) programs. 
Co-sponsored by ASI 


president Terry Frost and 
Senate chair Chris Cervantes, 
the resolution requests state 
legislators and the governor 
“‘to demonstrate their support 
(of AB 3116) through state fun- 


The Senate increased 
undeclared seats from two to 
four; reduced two education 
seats to one, and cut the arts 
and sciences seats by one from 
seven to six 

The amendment also 
provided for seat number 
changes where appropriate 

In other action, the senate: 

—Unanimously approved a 
resolution calling for a 
referendum on whether 
students support preferred 
parking (green sticker areas) 
for anyone other than han- 
dicapped or residence hall 
students 


CIPA convention 


Mike Garrels, senate vice 
chair, introduced the 
resolution because 
“resolutions in the past seek- 
ing abolition of green parking 
areas...had little effect upon 
the status quo (faculty and ad- 
ministrators) 


Garreis feels that “‘if 
students turn out in sufficient 
force, their opinions will have 
to be considered.’’ 

George Parrot, faculty 
representative to the senate, 
spoke out against the 
resolution. ‘“‘There is a jus- 
tifiable basis for a difference 
ot interests,” he said 

He mentioned a faculty 
member's importance to the 
class proceedings. “If a 
faculty member is late, then 
all the students (in the class) 
are paying the price,’’ Parrot 
said 

Parrot said he would favor 
“paying more’ for preferen- 
tial parking, but that a place to 


park ‘‘ought to be, if it’s not, 
part of the appointment 
(hiring) agreement (for 
facultyr.”’ 


Aide defends Brown 


William Stall. press 
secretary for Gov. EdmundG. 
Brown, Jr., said it’s only ‘‘a 
matter of time’ until the 
governors’ relationship with 
the capitol press improves 

A former Associated Press 
(AP) bureau chief in Sac- 
ramento, “Stall was the 
featured guest speaker at the 
26th annual California Inter- 
collegiate Press Association 
(CIPA) convention at the 
Senator Hotel Friday night. 
He told the 125 college jour- 
nalists that the new gover- 
nor’s style is to ask questions.

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Con’d from front page 
consider everyone who used 
the bookstores as ‘‘fanatics or 
crazies, Johnson said, 
“They're just hungry, sex 
hungry."’ He went on to ex- 
plain, ‘‘These are lost people, 
in need of something.”’ That 
“Something” was narrowed 
down to sex. 

“The sex drive is very 
strong. The people who go in 
these stores and parlors live 
on it. It's almost as if they get 
their energy from it. In that 
state cf mind, they could doa 
lot of things—like rape. Noth- 
ing good comes out of those 
stores.” 

When asked about 
obscenity, and what he 
thought it to be, the young auto 


wrecker thought for amoment 
and said, ‘I think any partofa 
woman's body which is nor- 
mally covered by clothing is 
obscene. That does not include 
one’s wife, who is a gift of God. 
I don’t want or like to see it 
(nudity), and many of the 
young people of our church 
feel the same way. Sex without 
marriage is fornication, and 
the Bible tells us that for- 
nication is a sin.”’ 


On the subject of the 
proposed plan to photograph 
bookstore, theatre and parlor 
customers, Johnson _ said, 

Well, they're not going to be 
used for blackmail, but they 
will be used to give people a 
conscience. They could pos- 


sibly be displayed in public.”’ 

“The Bible tells us to go 
where the lost peopie are. It 
also says that we should obey 
alllaws, but the disciples went 
knocking on doors to preach, 
even though it was against the 
law at the time. All the dis- 
ciples were murdered for their 
beliefs.”’ 


While Johnson hoped none 
of the demonstrators would be 
harmed, he cited this as a dis- 
tinct possibility. : 


‘We've already had some 
of our women grabbed and at- 
tacked, and some have had 
their signs taken away and 
stomped on. The Bible telis us 
to turn the other cheek.’

It has been generally 
believed by those on the right 
that liberals and left-wingers 
are motivated by a desire to 
raise the standard of living of 
the masses, particularly those 
on the bottom of the economic 
scale. 

Are they? 

“What America _ really 
needs is more shortages."’ No, 
that isn’t some corporation 
head conspiring to create 
shortages to raise prices. It's 
James Reston (good 
liberal'!). He continues, ‘‘It’s 
not our shortages but our sur- 
pluses that are hurting 
us...Americans have always 
been able to handle austerity 
and even adversity; 
prosperity’s what’s doing us 
in.”’ (Reader’s Digest Press 
Section, Feb. ‘74, p. 18-19.) 

Here is a liberal gloating 
over the projected decline in 
the economic condition of the 
American. (One can be cer- 
tain he’s no* talking about his 
own situation.) 

Conservatives, par- 
ticularly the libertarian types, 
have taken for granted that 
liberals and, in a perverse 
way, left-wingers wanted to 
improve the lot of the people 
and have argued accordingly. 
Over the years, pro-capitalist 
economists have laborously 
sought to prove that most of 
the problems liberals com- 
plain of is the result of their 
own policies; that inflation, 
booms and busts, coercive 
monopolies, chronic unem- 
ployment, shortages and other 
economic dislocations result 
from governmental actions. 

They have demonstrated 
their case beyond anyone’s 
power to refute. The problem 
is that their reasoning is long 
and involved and often taxes 
the patience of skeptical 
listeners. It is at best difficult 
to persevere against rhetoric, 
evasions, superficial 
reasonings, irrelevancies, 
emotional appeals and other 
such drivil. 

In the past there was some 
justification in ignoring the 
works of laissez faire 
economists. From World War 
II to the 1960’s, increased 
governmental activity in the 
economy was accompanied by 
increased affluence of middle 
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and lower income Americans. 
Superficially one could con- 
clude that liberal economic 
policies work. 

Now that we are in the state 
of economic decline, a re- 
evaluation of current 
Keynesian economics would 
appear to be in order. Ac- 
cording to current doctrine, it 
is impossible to have inflation 
and recession at the same 
time. All that extra money the 
government keeps pumping 
into the economy via deficit 
spending is, according to all 
those charts in Econ. 1A 
classes, supposed to represent 
extra purchasing power to 
create demand for product 
from otherwise unused in- 
dustrial capacity and unem- 
ployed workers. It’s not wor- 
king out that way. 

Under the circumstances 
one would expect to see an in- 
creasing interest in the one 
economic theory which is con- 
sistent with the facts by those 
interested in the people's 
economic well being. What we 
see instead is a search for 
scapegoats. Those cor- 
porations are trying to in- 
crease profits by screwing the 
public. All those laws and 
regulatory agencies created 
to protect the public are a 
mere facade since those in the 
‘‘ruling classes’’ can get their 
way on all issues affecting 
them. 

Now before, when I ad- 
vocated a free economy, I 
would be confronted with the 
spector of 19th century con- 
ditions with sweatshops, long 
hours, low wages and other 
such horrors, a_ situation 
which would still exist but for 
the intervention of 
government with the National 
Labor Relations Act, 
minimum wage laws, 
regulatory agencies, etc. 

However, if all those 
governmental actions were at 
best superfluous as is currer.- 
tly believed, how does one ex- 
p.ain the increasing affluence 
enjoyed by Americans since 
the 19th century? One could, of 
course, explain it in terms of 
the benevolence and 
generosity of the ‘power 
elite,’ but then they are 
usually portrayed as ruthless, 
vicious, stopping at nothing in 
their insatiab'e just for 
profits. 

In addition to all this, the 
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same voices are hailing the 
projected decline in affluence. 
Books and magazine articles 
are declaring that all this 
prosperity is bad for us, is 
depleting our resources, 
polluting the environment, is 
at the expense of the rest of the 
world, etc. Now we are going 
to have to get used to a more 
modest state of existence. 


The point isn’t over 
whether it’s all true or not (it 
isn't), but the fact that they 
are happy about it. Thus all 
that ranting and raving about 
conspiracies are not over 
those who are being deprived, 
but over those who aren't. 


In short, liberals and lef- 
tists are basically indifferent 
to poverty and deprivation. 
Now and then I get asked how I 
could sleep at night thinking 
about the poor in their 
miserable conditions. In each 
case the person asking doesn't 
look as he’s lost any sleep. It is 
the contemplation of those 
who are not in poverty, those 
enjoying material posses- 
sions, that drive them up the 
wall in outrage and anger or, 
in the case of themselves, 
guilt. 


The evidence has always 
been around us. The term ‘‘af- 
fluence’ has always been a 
dirty word. As far back as I 
can remember, people have 
always reproached each other 
for their materialism,’ ‘‘chas- 
ing the almighty dollar,” 
‘keeping up with the Jones,” 
selfishness, gluttony, greed, 
ad nauseam. Such reproaches 
reeked with hypocrisy and 
moral duplicity since one did 
not usually find the speakers 
divesting themselves of their 
possession to live in voluntary 


poverty. 


Within recent years, there 
have been people who have 
been consistent: the hippies 
who have succeeded in becom- 
ing morally pure and totally 
useless in materially benefit- 
ing anybody. 


Thus the issue between 
capitalism, socialism, mixed 
economy, whatever, is only a 
peripheral issue. Its ultimate 
decision depends on the 
resolution of a more fun- 
damentai issue: is the desire 
for material benefits right, or 
is it wrong, to be morally 
condemned or at best 
cynically tolerated? If the 
latter is the case, then it is 
right to destroy the wealth 
that has derived from such 
motives, (the only welath that 
exists) which is what we see 
happening all around us 
today.

I recently went to the health 
center to make an ap- 
pointment for a Pap Smear, a 
lab test for the detection of 
cervical cancer that every 
woman should obtain every 
year.

He succeeds quickly 
enough, but in the process falls 
passionately in love with her 
And in the end, as she is on her 
death bed seeing God, the 
monk is on his knees telling 
her that he lied to her about 
heaven. Thus their encounter 
is for each a meeting with 
forces larger than 
themselves: they both end up

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Smallwood graceful, light

Mezzo-soprano Virginia 
Smallwood showed more than 
ample vocal talents in a 
adventurous senior recital 
program last Saturday night. 
Few students, I would say, 
have quite as many modern or 
difficult works in their reper- 
toire. 

The program opened with a 
setting of Psalm 112 by 
Giacomo Perti, composer of 
some two dozen baroque 
operas. Her reading of the 
score was graceful and light, 
and her meelow. tone com- 
plimented this approach. Ac- 
companying musicians (a str- 
ing trio and organ) had a few 
problems with intonation, but 
they were thoroughly over- 


4sie 


shiadowed by the soloist. 

Perhaps even more in ac- 
cord with her style is Gluck’s 
aria ‘“‘Che Faro Senza 
Euridice’’ from Orpheus and 
Euridice. The florid vocal line 
has an almost Mozartian 
quality that belies the fact that 
the song is a lament. 

The best part of the 
program lay ahead, though, 
beginning with Mahler's 
Kingertotenlieder. To attempt 
this romautic 
masterwork without an or- 
chestra is risky indeed. It is 
also difficult to keep it from 
sounding slushy and_ sen- 
timental. But these are pitfalls 
for the vocalist with a more 
dramatic, ardent tone. In this 
case, Smallwood’s clarity and 
control kept the thing moving. 

Stravinsky’s Three Sengs 
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An exhibition of prints anc 
monotypes by Shane Weare 
will be on display in the Lib- 
rary Gallery at the E.B.

Mr. Weare received his art 
education and training in 
Great Britain where he 
attended the London Royal 
College of Art and taught in a 
number of art schools.

Last on the bill was the Ives 
ode, ‘‘General William Booth 
Enters Into Heaven."’ She got 
a bit theatrical here, with 
vocal and manual gestures, 
but it came from self-as- 
surance rather than lack of 
control. 


Accompanist Sylvia Sholin 
acquitted herself well. She 
played with finesse; her touch 
was sure. Her climaxes could 
have been a bit louder, though, 
without drowning out her 
partner. 

It was a fine concert, then, 
with interesting music well 
interpreted.
